The deposit is refundable when
the pet or the family vacates the unit, less any amounts owed due to damage beyond normal wear
and tear.
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FINANCIAL OBLIGATION OF RESIDENTS

Any resident who owns or keeps a pet in their dwelling unit will be required to pay for any
damages caused by the pet. Also, any pet-related insect infestation in the pet owner's unit will be
the financia responsibility of the pet owner and the Housing Authority reserves the right to
exterminate and charge the resident.

NUISANCE OR THREAT TOHEALTH OR SAFETY
The pet and its living quarters must be maintained in a manner to prevent odors and any other
unsanitary conditions in the owner's unit and surrounding areas.

Repeated substantiated complaints by neighbors or Housing Authority personnel regarding pets
disturbing the peace of neighbors through noise, odor, animal waste, or other nuisance will result
in the owner having to remove the pet or move him/herself.
